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ENLISTMENT LAW 
URGED BY BAKER 


‘Men Urgently Needed to 
‘Replace Some of Those 
Who Must Be Dis- 
charged Soon After 
Peace Proclamation. 


Washington, December 26.—Im- 
mediate legislation authorizing re- 
sumption of voluntary enlistment 
in the army and the repeal of pro- 
visions of the selective service act 
limiting enlistments to the period 
of the war, was urged today by 
Secretary Baker in a letter to 
Chairman Dent, of the house mili- 
tary committee. 

Without the legislation, Secre- 
tary Baker said, the army, after the 
proclamation of peace, would not 
have sufficient forces to perform 
essential military duties, including 
the policing of the Mexican bor- 
der. 

“This legislation is urgently nec- 
essary,” he wrote, “because as soon 
after the proclamation of peace as 
the existing emergency will per- 
mit, those who have enlisted or 
been drafted to serve during the 
emergency, must all, in accordance 
with the law, be discharged. De- 
mobilization of these men is now 
being rapidly made and it is ex- 
pected soon to~. release them at a 
rate of over 30,000 a day, or 200,000 
a week. 

“The only men who will remain 
in the service are these enlisted 
men in the regular army on or 
prior to April 1, 1917, and whose 
enlistments have not yet expired. 
This small’ number has been cut 
down by casualties and other vi- 
cissitudes until the entire military 
force-.of the United States that can 
be retained in the service will be 
absolutely inadequate and insuffi- 
cient to perform such essential mil- 
itary duties as policing the Mexican 
border, garrisoning our insular pos- 
sessions, manning the sea coast dé- 
fenses of the United States, occu- 
pying permanent posts and garri- 
sons, guarding and protecting the 
large amount of recently acquired 
government property and maintain- 
ing -and operating the camps and 


|cantonments on this country to 


which troops returned from overseas 
may be sent for prompt demobiliza- 
tion. 


“Early passage of this legisla- 


-tion will enable the war depart- 


ment to replace by voluntary en- 
listment men drafted or enlisted for 
the emergency who can then be dis- 
charged from the service and re- 
turned to their homes and fami- 
lies.”

AMERICAN WARSHIPS

Copenhagen, December 26.— The 
American legation here was inform- 
ed that American warships would 
arrive at Copenhagen probably Sat- 
urday. It was said they would re- 
main here several days on their way 
into the Baltic sea, 


Paris, December 26.—The recent 
announcement by Stephen Pichon, 
French foreign minister, that the 
entente had decided ar-‘nst exten- 
Sive military intervention in Russia 
at present, has had a discouraging 
effect upon former Premiers Lvofi 
and Kokovsoff and other prominent 
Russians who are now in conference 
in Paris. This may be said, despite 
the fact that they did not expect an 
immediate respohse to their appeals, 
because of the lack of unification of 
the forces -pposed to the Bolsheviki 
and the inawlity of the remote pro- 
visional governments to co-ordinate 
their movements. 

The Russian leaders’ continue 
their conference at the Russian em- 
bassy in the hupe that they will get 
a formal hearing when the peace 
congress actually openg Former 
Premier Lvoff, chief spokesman of 
the Russia sroup in Paris, urges 
against delay in any extension of 
the entente military movement there 
because it would tend to cnlarge 
Bolsh«ri'i territory and would play 
into the hands of the Germans who 
are plan: for the domination of 
Russia through co-operation with 
the Bolsheviki. 4 

The French press rather general- 
ly voices the opinion that France 
would be unable to u- oan ex- 
tensive military movement into 
Russia if such were advisable.

STORM OF CHEERS 
PREETS JACKIES 
HOME FROM WAR 


10,000 Blue-Clad Veterans 
March Through New 
York, Evoking Roars of 
Applause. 


FLEET IS REVIEWED 
DURING SNOW STORM 


Tonnage of Battleships 
in American Armada 
Amounts to 424,822--The 
Fleet Extends Six Miles 

_Up the Hudson. 


New York, December 26.—Riding 
at anchor in the Hudson tonight 
were twenty-one superdread- 
naughts and ships of the line which, 
with cruisers, destroyers and a 
host of smaller craft, made _ the 
mightiest American armada ever 
assembled. Ten of the floating 
fortresses steamed into the harbor 
today after eighteen months’ serv- 
ice overseas, with Beatty’s grand 
fleet. The others are the flower 
of the North Atlantic fleet. Grim 
guardians of a great nation, they 
symbolized that the United States 
had become the second naval pow- 
er of the world. 

In the teeth of a northwester, in 
the chill of a driving snowstorm, 
millions waited hours until the ten 
battleships of the home-coming 
armada appeared. This was New 
York’s and the nation’s tribute to 
the ships, far more eloquent than 
the greatest din of whistles, bells 
and human voices. The vocal wel- 
come came later, when the rugged, 
weatherbeaten tars who manned 
the ships debarked and, with Sec- 
retary Daniels and Admiral. Mayo 
at their head, marched down Fifth 
avenue in the country’s first great 
victory parade. 

Leading civilians in the cheering 
were wounded soldiers returned 
from France. With the memory of 
their own first anxious voyage still 
fresh in their minds they paid un- 
stinted tribute to brothers in arms 
who had guarded them across the 
Atlantic. 

Ablaze in Sun’s Rays. 

Passing in review before the sec- 
retary of the navy, off the Statue 
of Liberty, the home-coming ships 
loomed suddenly out of the mist 
and as rapidly disappeared. They 
seemed almost like phantom craft, 
grim,; gray, majestic in their silent 
might. But as they dropped anchor 
the skies cleared and they stood 
revealed in holiday attire, ablaze 
from stem to stern with multi-col- 
ored pennants. To. many of those 
who lined the shores this flash of 
sunshine symbolized the light of 
peace which awaited the fleet after 
the gloom of war from which it 
had emerged. 

Moving at only ten knots a nhour 

Moving at only ten knots an hour 
naught to pass the presidential 
yacht Mayflower, on whose bridge 
stood Mr. Daniels and Secretary of 
War Baker. With flags masted, 
sailors and marines manning the 
rails. the Arizona swept by, stripped 
for action. As she came abreast 
the Mayflower she thundered the 
salute of nineteen guns for the sec- 
retary of the navy and her band 
struck up “The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.” 

A moment and she had. faded 
again into the mist, leaving only an 
impression of great gray sides and 
massive gun turrets crested with 
snow. 

The Arizona’s guns had not finish- 
ed their salute when the Oklahoma 
began firing and from then on the 
cannonading was continuous. . In 
swift succession followed the Ne- 
vada and the Utah, flagship of Rear 
Admiral Thomas S. Rodgers, and 
then the super-dreadnaught Penn- 
sylvania, bearing Admiral Henry T. 
Mayo, commander-in-chief of the At- 
lantic fleet. At two-minute inter- 
vals came the New York, flying the 
flag of Rear Admiral Hugh Rod- 
man, and the Texas, 
Wyoming and Florida, with two kite 
balloons, towed by destroyers, com- 
pleting the procession. 

The New York was the first of 


the battleships to display from her 
mainmast the “homeward bound 
pennant,” a long, slender strand of 
red, white and biue, a foot for every 
day out from her home base. All 
the snips which followed her car- 
ried the pennants and it seemed as 
if each were longer than the others. 
A deep silence followed the last 
salute and so accustomed had the 
Mayflower become to the roar of the 
guns that it seemed hardly possible 
that the review had lasted less than 
twenty minutes. ; 
Transport Saxonia Arrives. 


When the- last dreadnaught had 
steamed from sight, Secretaries Dan- 
iels and Baker descended from the 
bridge, but only for a moment, while 
the Mayflower remained at anchor 
to give the incoming warships time 
to reach their berths in the Hudson 
before Secretary Daniels inspected 
the entire fleet at their anchorages, 
the British transport Saxonia, load- 
ed with sick and wounded American 
troops, hove alongside. The heads 
of the navy and war departments 
again ascended to the bridge and 
doffed their hats to the fighting 
men, 
In beginning its tour ofthe fleet, 
the Mayflower first reached. the 
Florida, the last to anchor. As the 
yacht moved through the lIane of 
fighting craft, with the home fleet 
to port and the veterans to star- 
board, each ship was dressed and 
from each of the new arrivals came 
the strains of the national anthem 
played. by the ship’s band as the 
Mayflower eame abreast. : 
It was a stern array of ships, de 
spite the splendor of the flags with 
which they were decorated. All the 
battleships wore coats of sinister 
gray,’ while destroyers and auxilia- 
ries bore the fantastic touch of the 
camoufleur. . 
Exclusive of all’ except battle-

AmongtheTroops 
Wilson Reviewed 


President Promises to Se- 
cure Peace Which Will 
Preserve the Ideals for 


Which They Sacrificed 
Selves. : 


Chaumont, December 25.—Prest- 
dent Wilson today pledged himself 
to the American troops in the field 
to attain a peace which would pre- 
serve the fruits of the sacrifices 


they have made. Standing with 
bared head in a field near Langres, 
over which Caesar marched with his 
legions centuries ago, the president 
told ten thousand American infan- 
trymen, now that they had done 
their part to win the ideals for 
which America had entered the war, 
they could depend upon him to see 
that they were maintained. 

The moment the president finished 
speaking the review was on—men, 
guns, horses and dogs. The head- 
quarters band began with a French 
air, then switched to “The Stars and 
Stripes Forever,” “The Suwanee 
River,” “Maryland” and “Dixie.” 

Detachment of 824d. 

The notes of the American airs 
were wafted over the bleak fields 
to the blue hills in the background 
as the men began to move, marching 
in company front formation, wheel- 
ing past the reviewing stand, eyes 
right. First came the men of the 
sixth division, véterans of the Meuse 
and Argonne offensives; then infan- 
try and machine guns of the 24th, 
veterans. of the Chemin d Dames, 
Chateau Thierry and the Argonne. 
The men of the 29th, also in the 
Argonne offensive, were next, and a 
composite battalion of the 77th. De- 
tachments of the eightieth, who were 
in the fighting at Verdun last Oc- 
tober, and detachments of the eighty- 
second, also in the Argonne fight- 
ing, followed. They all seemed to 
recognize the historic significance of 
the occasion. 

There stood before them an Ameri- 
can president, the first.in history 
to review an American army on for- 
eign soil. There stood a president 
for whom no like privilege had been 
available since Lincoln stood on the 
firing line with his troops north of 
Washington. Certainly no other 
president of modern times had re- 
viewed so large a body. of fighting 
men fresh from the battlefields. 

The president and his party had 
taken motor cars to Langres, where 
the selected troops from six divisions 
were reviewed. They were gathered 
in a field which might be likened 
geographically to the battlefield of 
Gettysburg. It lies on a gentle slope 
between two elevations, with a 
range of hills on either side and @ 
road running along the top of one 
of them. 

Bouquet for Mrs. Wilson; 

Just gs the caravan gained the 
crest overlooking the troops, a very 
old French woman standing at the 
roadside ‘waved frantically at the 
passing cars to‘ take in a bouquet of 
flowers she wanted to give to Mrs. 
Wilson. The long line of cars had 
swept on, showering the dismayed 
old woman with mud, when the pres- 
ident caught the situation and, stop- 
ping the line, he sent a colonel back 
throtigh ‘the mud to get the old 
lady’s flowers. 

A temporary boardwalk had been 
built over the quagmire of the 
reviewing field to the stand and 
there the president took his place, 
surrounded by General Pershing, 
Mrs. Wilson, Rear Admiral Grayson, 
General Liggett, General Alexander 
and General Hale, commanding the 
26th division. A raw wind swept 
she place with a vicious bite and 
while the band was playing the 
members of the presidential party 
were glad to stamp time. 

The president addressed the 
troops as “‘my fellow countrymen” 
and a silence, which he character- 
ized as the quiet of peace, settled 
down over the spot as every man of 
the 10,000 stood at attention and 
strained to catch the president’s 
words, — . 

For a moment as he spoke the 
sun broke through a rift in the 
choud and lighted up the scene, the 
massed troops in their khaki look- 
ing like great waves of winter-kill- 
ed grasses in the fields, then like 
long flashes of dulled winter sun- 
shine. Some persons of the party 
remarked that they were indeed the 
sunshine which had _ dispelled the 
gray mist.

Such Is Decision Made by 

Allied Representatives, 
According to the Paris 
Newspapers. 


CONGRESS TAKING 
SHAPE GRADUALLY 


— 


Hoped That Negotiations 
Will Actually Start Soon 
After Opening of New 
Year. 


Paris, December 26.—Allied rep- 
resentives have decided that neutral 
nations will not be admitted to the 
peace conference, according to news4 
papers here. Neutrals may address 
their claims to belligerents, how- 
ever, and any demands thus made 
will be referred to a special body, 
which will be created by the peace 
conference, 

It has been decided, it is reported, 
that neutrals will be allowed to par- 
ticipate in the deliberations inci- 
dent to the formation of a league of 
nations. 

The cession of Spanish Morocco 
to France in exchange for a cash 
consideration of one billion francs, 
the return of Gibraltar to Spain by 
Great Britain and the abandonment 
of Cueta, Morocco, to Great Britain 
by Spain are being openly dis- 
cussed. It is asserted that the Span- 
ish premier, Count Romanones, re- 
cently during his visit to Paris made 
such a proposal to President Wilson 
and M. Clemenceau. While officials 
have declined either to confirm or 
deny this report, the question was 
freely discussed in the corridors of 
the chamber of deputies this after- 
noon. 

There has also been a renewal of 
the talk of building a tunnel across 
the Strait of Gibraltar and making 
a direct all-land connection between 
Africa and France, which might be 
extended to England if the English 
channel were tunneled. 

Congress Taking Shape. 
The personnel of the congress 


gradually is taking form, so that 
the American delegates express the 
hope that the various countries’ del- 
egates will be announced and the 
delegates arrive for the actual com- 
mencement of the negotiations soon 
after the opening of the new year. 
A number of the main details of 
the composition of the congress are 
now fairly well settled as a result 
of récent conferences. These indi- 
cate that the total membership of 
the congress will be between 100 
and 120. Twenty-seven countries 
will be represented by delegates, in- 
cluding those which declared war 
and a number which have come into 
existence as a result of the war. 
The great powers, notably Great 
Britain, France, the United ‘States 
and Italy, each have allotted five 
delegates, while the other delega- 


tions will vary from one to four 
members, according to the size of 
the country and the interests in- 
volved. 

Word has been received that the 
Belgian and Portuguese delegations 
s00n will join the representatives 
of the United States, who thus far 
are the only members of the peace 
congress to arrive. The non-arrival] 
of the others has been the subject 
of considerable surprise and adverse 
comment, the Americans taking the 
ground that they are here ready to 
Proceed to business, but with the 
personnel of the congress not yet 
announced. It is understood that 
President Wilson’s visit to England 
is likely to result in conveying quite 
definitely the view that it is highly 
desirable that the congress should 
be put into motion with the least 
possible delay.

ALLEGED SLAYER 
OF GROCER ALD 


Police Believe They Have 

Guilty Negroes Under 
Arrest — $1,000 Reward 
Is Offered by Atlanta 
Grocers. | 


The first light that has been 
thrown on the mysterious killing of 
Aaron Lefchez, Atlanta merchant, in 
his store at 284 Fort street on the 
night of December 14 by two negro 
men, for whose arrest a $1,000 re- 
ward has been offered, came last 
night at police headquarters, when 
City Detectives Simmons and Pow- 
ers announced the capture of two 
negro men who are said to have 
been responsible for the crime, and a 
third who is believed to know all 
the facts of the shooting. 

The negro who is believed to be 
responsible for the killing of the 
merchant is Henry Hill, alias Boy 
Hill, 35, a laborer, of 117 Howell 
street. He is being held at police 
headquarters under a blanket charge 
of suspicion, without bond. 

Rich Moore, 30, another negro la- 
borer, of the rear of 12 North Boule- 
vard, is believed to have been pres- 
ent in the store at the time of the 
killing and to have played the role 
of the negro who came in to make 
a purchase while Hill fired the fatal 
shot. 


Bud Matthews Arrested, 

Bud Matthews, also colored, 30, of 
129 East Baker street, is believed 
to have intimate knowledge of the 
facts of the shooting and to have 
been closely connected with the 
case. Both he and Moore are be- 
ing held at the station under blan- 
ket charges of ‘suspicion. 

The detectives assign contem- 
plated robbery as the motive for 
the killing .of .the. merchant, who 
was, except for the presence of his 
13-year-old sister-in-law and a 
small negro boy, alone at the store 
when the negroes entered. It will 
be remembered that one negro ad- 
vanced to the counter to make a 
small purchase of.some candy, and 
the other standing in the open door- 
way firéd the fatal shot when the 
merchant’s attention was attracted 
by the prospective customer. 

Descriptioris that are said to fit 
both Hill and Moore exactly were 
obtained from both the little girl, 
Dora Solotnén; and the negro boy, 
and with this, information only De- 
tectives Simmons and Powers start- 
ed out to work on the case. 

Finding that Hill and Moore were 
in the neighborhood of the killing 
on the night of December 10, and 
knowing them both to have police 
records—for Hill is just out of the 
chaingang, where he served six 
years of a 10-year sentence, and 
Moore is said to have been asso- 
ciated in a number of daring rob- 
beries here—the detectives imme- 
diately turned their attention to the 
movements of the negroes on that 
night. 

Two Other Charges. 

It is said that they now have in- 
formation that the negroes were 
implicated in the robbery of an- 
other merchcant on Irwin street 
and still another pedestrian in the 
immediate vicinity of the Lefchez 
killing and only a short time before 
the shooting occurred in his store. 

Later in the night at Matthews: 
home the two negroes are said to 
have met and divided the spoils of 
the night’s work, this information 
being supplied by Matthews himself, 
it is added. 

Friday’s work on the part of the 
two city detectives is expected to 
round out the cases completely and 
give them absolutely definite in- 
formation that will lead to a 
change of charges from suspicion 
to that of murder. The two negroes 
will be carried before the two eye- 
witnesses at the shooting for iden- 
tification at first hand, and it is 
believed that little Dora Solomon 
and the negro boy will have little 
trouble in recognizing them for they 
made no efforts to hide their faces 
when they entered Lefchez’s store. 

Henry Hill, it is said at police 
station, has been associated in a 
score of the most daring holdups 
ever staged in Atlanta, a number 
of years ago, the negro’s maraudings 
being the greategt single problem 
the police department had to face. 
He was finally apprehended red- 
handed, it is added, and given a 10- 
year sentence for highway robbery, 


of which he served six years. 
Moore is also well known at the 


station, officers there stating that 
he has been in a number of rob- 
beries and flim-flam games staged 
about the city.of recent years. A 
no less notorious character is Bud 
Matthews, according to the police, 
who state has been associated with 
the two other negroes in their 
work. 
Arrested Christmas Night. 

Henry Hill was arrested by Sim- 
mons and Powers on Christmas 
night in Darktown on Auburn ave- 
nue, the officers only being able to 
halt him after they had both emp- 
tied their revolvers at him. Bud 
Matthews was also arrested at his 
home on East Baker street on the 
same night that the initial devel- 
opments in the case came to light, 

On Thursday night Detective 
Simmons made a successful trip up 
Decatur street and arrested Moore 
while he was playing pool. His 
arrest brought the full facts of the 
story to light, 


The work of Detectives Simmons 
and Powers in this case has easily 
been some of the most brilliant over 
on record in the local detective de- 
partment.

' Gone as Result af Wound 
on Head, Comrade Tells 
Wife of Hero of Desper- 
ate Battle.

“Joe was the fellow who led the 
Alabama me. that .ay at Chateau 
Thierry, when we forgot to wait for 
an order to advance,” is part of the 
stcery that James Otwell, of the 167th 
infantry, told a litth Alabama wom- 
an who came to Fort McPherson 
yesterday to visit her husband, who 
has recently returned from France 
with a contingent of overseas men. 

Joe cannot tell. her about the 

bravery of Alabamians, for. that 
day he led them into the German 
trenches, without waiting for orders 
from officers, hc receiving a wound 
on the hea” that has affected his 
memory to the extent that he cannot 
recall any event prior to the time 
the wound was inflicted. So, when 
his wife stepped into the ward 
where he was assigned, he did not 
recognize her, and the broken- 
hearted woman went in search of 
Otwell, who studied with Joe at Au- 
burn and fought with him at Chat- 
eau Thierry, to learm something of 
what her husband had experienced 
during the struggle. 
“Oh, but he was a fighter,” Otwell 
told her. “You remember how he 
used to square his jaws and set his 
teeth, just ~-itore making a charge 
in a game of football? Well, that 
was the way he looked when he 
would start ‘over the top,’ and then, 
when we would get down among the 
Huns he fought like a bulldog. 

It was after the main drive at 
Chateau Thierry that Joe led us 
into the hornets’ nest of Germans. 
We had gained the main objectives 
and had ‘dug in.’ Orders had been 
issued for an absolutely quiet day 
unless further orders were sent out, 
but it was awful to be compelled 
to crouch there in those shallow 
holes and keep perfectly quiet with 
the scenes of the preceding night 
burning in our brains. 

“Joe and I had dug in together 
and he lay with his forehead 
pressed close to the cool walls of 
the dugout, ‘cooling his brains,’ he 
said. A Hun plane rose over from 
behind the enemy’s trenches and 
went soaring in circles far above 
our heads, and presently I noticed 
& small object winging its way 
down from the plane. A soft thud 
on the ground about fifty yards 
from our dugout told us that it 
was something that the enemy 
meant for us. 

Gets the Challenge. 

“I begged Joe to keep inside the 
trench, but he crawled out to get 
the message that the Huns had 
dropped and came back with his 
face white with anger. The mes- 
sage was a challenge to advance. 
Joe copied the message and pitched 
them in the dugouts on either side. 
It was not long before sounds’ of 
unrestful stirring began to reach us 
and when at dark the Huns sent 
over a high explosive that burst 
with a deafening roar at our 
right Joe-sprang out of the trench 
and made for the Swamp ahead in 
which the enemy was entrenched. 
The khaki-clad men poured out of 
the dugouts like bees and pretty 
soon we were in the swamp and 
the enemy’s guns were opening up 
and blazes were lighting the swamp 
making the most wonderful, yet 
horrible, pictures that'I have ever 
witnessed. The Alabamians fought 
like demons. 

“The Huns sprang out. of . their 
dugouts and fought from behind 
trees and beneath the fallen timbers 
and our men went after them like 
hounds after hares, climbing through 
the underbrush and mounting the 
fallen timbers and striking the hid- 
den foes beneath. Joe stay®td in the 
lead fighting, with the courage of 
& madman. 

“Just when we thought we had 
cleared out the swamp and the men 
were beginning to go backwards to- 
wards the trenches a party of Ger-. 
mans suddenly sprang from beneath 
a pile of timbers and sprang at us. 
Joe had put his pistol in the holster 
and his assailant was too close to 
shoot him with his rifle so Joe ad- 
vanced with his rifle raised but a 
German rushed at him from the rear 
and struck him with the butt of his 
rifle and Joe fell. We got the Ger- 
mans and cafrrfed Joe back to the 
hospital.” 

The little woman listened to the 
story of the wonderful bravery of 
her husband and then returned to 


her home “to wait,” as she said, “till 
Joe remembers.”

WILL CONFER TODAY 
WITH LLOYD-GEORGE 


London, December 26.—The ini- 
tial conversation of President 
Wilson with Premier Lloyd- 
George will take place at 10 
o’clock Friday morning in the 
president’s room at Buckingham 
palace, where they will confer 
until lunch time, when they will 
drive to Downing street. - This 
was arranged tonight when the 
matter was discussed between the 
premier and a representative of 
the president. Mr. Lloyd-George 
has invited the following: The 
Marquis of Crewe, the Ear] of Cur- 
zon, the Earl of Reading, the 
American ambassador, John W. 
Davis; Viscounts Grey, Morley 
Bryce, Andrew Bonar Law, Ar- 
thur J. Balfour, H. H. Asquith, 
Arthur Henderson and William 
Adamson, the two last named 
labor members of parliament. 

It is understood the conference 
will continue in the afternoon at 
Downing street. President Wil- 
son will not meet all the mem- 
bers of the imperial war cabinet 
until the state banquet Friday 
night and the premier’s dinner 
Saturday night. 


London, December 26.—(By the 
A. P.)—The great moment of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s first day in England 
was when he stood with the king 
and queen and Mrs. Wilson in the 
balcony of Buckingham palace to- 
day, facing a multitude which 
stretched down the Mall to the Ad- 
miralty, half a mile distant, and 
overflowed St. James’ Park on one * 
side and Green Park on the other. 

Only a corporal’s guard could hear 
the president’s brief speech, but the 
people, who had demanded that he 
show himself, gave him a greeting 
more clamorous than any other 
guest of the nation has commanded 
within the memory of the oldest 
Londoner. 

The day’s events constitute a trib- 
ute to the president and the United 
States which will be historic. The 
official ceremonials—a reception by 
the Dover corporation and the navy, 
the welcome at the station by the 
royal family and the chief officials 
of the empire, and the state prog- 
ress through the heart of London— 
were colored with touches of medie- 
val pageantry, even to the crimson 
coated beef eaters from the tower, 
bearing halberds, which the British 
people cherish. That the central fig- 


‘ure of the royal procession in quaint 


state carriages, attended by a mili- 
tary escort and household offiicals, 
should be a civilian wearing a black 
coat and silk hat gave a flavor of 
novelty to the scene. 

Assemblage Spontaneous. 


But the assembling of the people 
was spontaneous. That was the 
chief note of the day. There had 
been no time to erect stands and 
windows were not advertised for 
rent. The people simply flocked 
in from all quarters afoot, in motors 
and other vehicles, carrying flags 
and their lunches and standing for 
hours in the cold for a chance to 
get a sight of the president.

Greeted by Crowds 
Althougb the trip was a short 


one, it lay through a mest intereat- 
ing section of London. From Char- 
ing Cross the route ran along the 
north side of Trafalgar Square, with 
the Nelson monument towering on 
the left and the national gallery on 
the right, its gray walls almost coy- 
ered by huge American and British 
flags. It continued along Pall Mall, 
turning northward at S8t. James 
place and up St. James street to 
Piecadilly—the chief landmark along 
this stage being the solid, weather- 
worn buildings of the old London 
clubs now decked with bunting they 
keep for special occasions, The 
procession drove westward along 
the north side of Piccadilly, passing 
a tract of clubs and big hotels and 
alatial residences, notably’ the 
ome of the Duke of Devonshire, 
with the Red Crosa flag over it, and 
the residence of the uke of el- 
lington, at the entrance of Hyde 
Park, where the procession turned. 

Between Piccadilly and Bucking- 
ham palace there stretches a green 
park which was dark with people. 
The party drove past Wellington 
arch and along the southern side of 
the park, flanked on the right by 
the wall of the palaeé ground, and 
then into the broad plaza before the 
palace and through the iron gates 
into the palace fore-court. 

Probably the most interesting 
part of the spectacle for the presi- 
dent was the people who were 
crowded everywhere to greet him. 
The day being a holiday, working 
men and women had a chance toturn 
out with their small children. They 
made the most of their opportunity 
and to no stratum of British human- 
ity could the president have made 
a stronger appeal. 

While the formal features of the 
event were well staged and man- 
aged, the human factor presented 
the most interest. The interior of 
the grimy old station where King 
George welcomed Mr. Wilson was 
carpeted with red and the walls and 
roofs were hidden behind masses of 
flags. Club windows were mostly 
monopolized by men, while the ho- 
tels and stores along the way were 
filled with gay parties only less in- 
teresting than those on the streets. 

That such masses of American 
flags could he produced at guch 
short notice was a revelation of 
London’s resources and none appre-

The 
crowd, however, insisted on a pe eech 
so the president waved the orus 
of voices to silence and then ad- 
dressed himself especially to the 
wounded soldiers. 

“IT do not want to make a speech,” 
he said, “but I do want to tell you 
how much I honor you men who 
have been wounded in this fight for 
freedom and thank you all] for the 
welcome you have so generously 
given me. I hope each and every 
one of you will eome through safely 
to enjoy the fruits of the victory for 
which you have so courageously 
fought.” 

Mrs Wilson received a round of 
cheers when she appeared on the 
balcony and during the first few 
minutes of the demonstration she 
waved the small Union Jack which 
she carried in her hand at the 
wounded. 

As*soon as the president’s speech 
was concluded the party re-entered 
the palace, where King George re- 
eeived a large group of American 
newspaper correspondents, includ- 
ing those who preceded President 
Wilson to France on the Orizaba. 

Shortly after the president reach- 
ed the palace King George showed 
him through the apartments allot- 
ted him, the “Belgian suite.” Later 
in the afternoon President and Mrs, 
Wilson and Rear Admiral Grayson 
drove out in a motdr car and called 
at Marlborough house, where they 
left cards for Queen Mother Alex- 
andra. They drove thence to the 
residence of the Duke of Connaught, 
where cards also were left. 


Sits With King George. 


The procession in which Presi- 
dent Wilson traversed the streets 
ef London to Buckingham palace 
today was a short one. There were 
intervals of one hundred feet be- 
tween the units. First came a de- 
tachment of police and then a gen- 
eral and his staff, with the troops 
of the household cavalry four 
abreast in khaki and with drawn 
swords. Next came the king’s car- 
riage in which President Wilson sat 
at the right of King George. The 
Duke of Gonnaught' sat opposite 
them, - Another troop of cavalry 
followed and then eame the carriage 
with Queen Mary, with Mrs, Wil- 
son on the right and Princess Mary 
facing them.

STOP, OR SANCTION IT. 


Another West Peachtree speed 
accident. A drunken chauffeur, on 
Christmas day, driving at a rate of 
speed estimated at “about 35 or 40 
miles an hour,” crashed into a 
standing automobile and seriously 
injured three persons. 

One of two things should be 
done: Either speeding should be 
stopped on West Peachtree, or all 
legal restrictions should be re- 
moved and the street should be 
opened up as a speedway. 

The police records of New York 
for the months of July, August, 
September and October, compiled 
by the chief statistician of that de- 
partment, show that during those 
four months 3,810 -ersons were ar- 
rested for speeding, of whom 105 
were sent to jail, 253 paid fines, 
527 were committed in default of 
payment and 607 got suspended 
sentences. By means of that rigid 
law-enforcement policy there were, 
during the period covered by the re- 
port, fewer arrests of speed-law vio- 
lators by 1,745 than during the even 
period of 1917. 

Under existing conditions, when 
a citizen goes upon West Peachtree 
street he does it at the risk of his 
life. He incurs that risk unknow- 
ingly, because the laws of the city 
are supposed to protect him in his 
rights.

Our Texas contemporary points 
out ‘he unwisdom of allowing any 
crop to replace cotton, “just as it 
will later be unwise to allow any 
crop to replace wheat;” and as to 
farming, in Texas, as elsewhere, it 
says that “diversification is the 
only answer.” Cotton alone, says 
The Post— 


“Kept Texas unprosperous (for 
many years. Wheat will do the same 
if it be planted exclusively. But the 
man who grows wheat and cotton 
and corn and sorghum and potatoes 
and peanuts and onions and who 
raises hogs and sheep and turkeys 
and chickens will seldom have to 
borrow money to tide him over a 
bad season.” 


That the wholesome lesson of di- 
versification has not been learned 
by heart yet—notwithstanding the 
profitable results from it where it 
has been the fa>ming plan—is ev- 
erywhere in evidence. 

And on the line of making the 
farms, great and small, yield the 
products which will make them 
self-sustaining, The Arkansas Ga- 
zette tells of a Litle Rock firm 
“going as far as Virginia to get 
canned sweet potatoes;” and quotes 
as follows from one of the leading 
wholesale grocers of that state: 

“Every time our firm receives a 
shipment of canned vegetables, I am 
impressed by our state’s agricutural 
deficiencies. Only today we un- 
loaded a cariload of canned sweet 
potatoes from Virginia. Every sin- 
gle one should have been raised and 
canned in Pulaski county.” 


That single incident, multiplied 
by many, as to products that should 
be raised at home, looms large in 
the aggregate. The money needed 
at home is paid to outside markets 
for products home can raise abund- 
antly!

Harris Congratulated 
On Excellent Handling 
Of Mails at Christmas 


A telegram was received Thurs- 
day by Division Superintendent R. 
J. Harris, of the railway mail serv- 
ice, from Otto Praeger, second as- 
sistant in the postqffice, department 
at Washington, commending the ex- 
cellent way in which the heavy 
mails were distributed in this ter- 
ritory. 

“I want to congratulate you on 
the most effective handling of holi- 
day mails in the history of the serv- 
ice,” the communication read in 
part, followed by an expression of 
good wishes from the general su- 
perintendent as well as from Mr. 
Praeger. 

Mr. Harris was extremely pleased 
over the prompt disposition of all 
mail at the various terminals in the 
five states under his supervision, 
and stated that there had been no 
congestion at any point.

Yet we handled 10 per cent more 
mail this year than on previous 
Christmases.

Brilliant Young Georgian 
Fell Facitg the Enemy 


By JAMES A. #IOLLOMON 


The other day I noticed a news 
article confirming the fears that 
young Captain Charles D. Harris, 
of Georgia, had been killed in ac- 
tion in the Argonne battle. He had 
been reportéd “missing” while lead- 
ing his company in the thickest of 
the battle on the 20th of October, 
and for several weeks hopes for his 
safety, as a prisoner of war, had 
mingled with the graver apprehen- 
sions that he had paid the supreme 
price. The suspense, however, was 
finally broken when the litter beare- 
ers, who took him when he fell, 
mortally wounded, to a dressing 
station, and who were in turn cap- 
tured by the Germans, were released 
and back again in the American 
lines to tell the sad story. 

Then it was that the details of 
the death of Captain Harris became 
known; and the grave, in which 
he had been buried by the Germans, 
located. 

+ . 

At this Christmas time when the 
war-wounded and war-wWeary world 
is rejoicing that the victory of hu- 
manity has come as a consummation 
of the hopes and prayers of millions 
of people, there are thousands of 
saddened homes, with empty chairs, 
as silent reminders of the tolls that 
a merciless war has exacted. 

However— 

The sustaining spirit of sacrifices 
for the sake of liberty and democra- 
cy-—-for the sake of human kind- 
ness and love—serves to alleviate 
as much as possible the sufferings 
and sorrowings of the bereaved— 

And to have a son, an only child, 
just crossed the threshold into 
young manhood, as to age, and yet 
with a record of understanding and 
valor that had made him a com- 
mander of men, to die for his coun- 
try, at the very front while leading 
a charge against the enemy— 

It is a heritage that is priceless. 

And such is the legacy of Genera) 
Peter C. Harris, adjutant general 
of the United States army, whose 
son, Captain Harris, the youngest 
company commander in the great 
American army, fell mortally 
wounded while at the head of his 
command in an especially gallant 
charge against the enemy, during 
the now memorable drive in the 
Argonne, 


Charles Dashiell Harris was grad- 
uated from the United States Mili- 
tary academy on August 30, 1917, 
a member of the class of 1918, at 
the age of twenty years and seven 
months. Although one of the young- 
est members of his class, his stand- 
ing at graduation was number five, 
while for the work of the final 
year he stood at the head of his 
class. His record at the academy 
was the best made by any Georgian 
in many years. 

Upon graduation he was appointed 
captain in the regular army. He 
was assigned to the Sixth U. S. En- 
gineers, stationed at Washington 
Barracks, D. C., and, on December 
2, 1917, left with his company (Com- 
pany B) for the port of embarka- 
tion, Hoboken, N. J., en route to 
France. The Sixth Engineers con- 
stituted part of the Third division, 
but arrived in France some months 
in advance of the balance of the di- 
vision. 


The British being in need of the 
services of engineers in connection 
with the work of constructing a 
bridge over the Somme river, the 
headquarters detachment and two 
companies of the Sixth Engineers, 
including Company B, commanded 
by Captain Harris, were attached 
to the British army and were still 
so attached when the German drive 
of March 21 was launched. At this 
crisis these organizations were of 
great assistance to the British in 
laying out and constructing suc- 
cessive lines of trenches. Later they 
constructed and for several days oc- 
cupied trenches in the gap between 
the British Fifth and Third armies 
which was filled in by the picked- 
up force of General Carey, of the 
British army.

Pre Sixth Engineers rejoined the 
Third division a short time before 
thé. second battle of the Marne, and 
pafticipated in that battle and in 
suiequent engagements which oc- 
curfed during the advance to the 
Vefie river. The Third division was 
lat@r transferred to the Argonne for- 
est region and took part in the bat- 
tled of the Argonne forest and the 
Meise river. 

The Sixth Engineers were trained 
for’combat as well as for engineer 
duty, and, when not engaged in the 
construction of bridges and in the 
laying out and construction of 
trenches and other engineering 
work, were fighting as infantry. 
Captain Harris’ own company was 
in action against the enemy, either 
as engineers or as infantry, almost 
continuously from the 21st of March 
until he was killed on October 20. 
The fact that the litter bearers who 
carried him to the dressing station 
after he was wounded were captured 
indicates that he was in the front 
rank and close to the enemy at the 
time he sacrificed his life.

As a cadet at the military acade- 
my young Harris was, without 
doubt, the most popular member of 
his class. He was president of the 
Dialetic society and cheer leader, 
and took a prominent part in all the 
social and other activities of his 
class. The parents of one of his 
classmates pay him the following 
tribute: “No finer or truer boy ever 
lived. Charlie yas a born leader in 
enterprises, serious or gay, in 
scholarship, athletics and in friend- 
ship.” Captain Harris was of sunny 
disposition, kind to everyone with 
whom he came into contact, and 
showed the mast beautiful and 
touching devotion to his parents. 
Although continuously subjected to 
hardships and dangers during the 
last seven months of his life, his 
letters were uniformly bright and 
cheery. In the second battle of the 
Marne he was wounded in the fore- 
head by a shell fragment, and in a 
letter written the following day he 
spoke lightly of the wound, saying 
that he felt like ‘‘the spirit of '76,” 
with the bandage around his head. 
The following extract from another 
letter, written a short time before 
the second battle of the Marne, illus- 
trates his ever cheerful viewpoint: 
“T am all right and in the best 
possible health; with interesting 
work to keep me busy and enough 
exercise and good food to keep me 
healthy; nothing to spend money on, 
80 also wealthy, and lots to learn, 
so wise.” 
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Never was a young officer better 
endowed by nature for his chosen 
vocation than was Captain Harris, 
and not one had before him a more 
brilliant future than he at the time 
he fell. facing the enemy. 

The captured litter bearers stated 
that Captain Harris was carried to 
the Red Cross dressing station in, 
or near, the village of Aincreville, 
north of the Ardre river. where he 
expired very soon afterwards. His 
Stave, located about six hundred 
yards southeast of Aincreville, was 
marked by the Germans with a 
cross, inscribed as follows: “Captain 
Charles Dashiell Harris, American 
soldier, October 20.” 

Captain Harris was the son and 
onlv surviving child of Major Gen- 
eral P. C. Harris, the adjutant gen- 
¢rai of the army, and Mrs, P. C. Har- 
Tis, and a nephew of Senator-elect 
William J. Harris.

CLEANLINESS IS NO VIRTUE. 


Soap and water are the most effi- 
cient and practical disinfectants we 
have against disease. 

Give me a cake of — I’m sorry I 
cannot specify what kind of soap, 
but I can say it isn’t scented, col- 
ored, medicated or otherwise mal- 
treated—plenty of water, a few clean 
towels and things, and all the fresh 
air and sunlight Sairey will admit, 
and I am prepared to handle any 
kind of case in the province of a 
physician, surgeon, obstetrician or 
sanitarian. 

‘Every intelligent mother knows 
that a baby is healthier and hence 
happier, or if you prefer, happier and 
hence healthier, if he has a bath 
every day. But it does not follow 
that the baby should have a daily 
bath all his life long. When the 
baby is old enough to take care of 
himself, then a bath twice a week 
in winter and as often as desired 
in summer is all that health de- 
mands. 

The habit of daily bathing, wheth- 
er you need it or not, is just as 
absurd as the habit of bathing once 
a year whether you need it or not.

them stripped, all kinds and condi- 
tions, and I know cleanliness when 
I see, feel and smell it. Cleanliness 
of the body is determined by more 
things than just soap and water and 
towels and underclothing. Those 
who overeat and underexercise are 
never clean.

Nature covers the skin with a per- 
fect emolient beauty cream, the 
sebum or oil secreted by the se- 
baceous glands. This oil serves to 
keep the skin naturally soft, pliable 
and clean, and does it much better 
than soap and dope. If you think 
you can improve on nature, and with 
that idea in view proceed to wash 
your sebum away with too much 
soap (water doesn’t destroy it so 
easily), you are just making a huge 
mistake, that’s all.

—and that means daily soap and 
water bathing—ruins the skin, ren- 


ders it susceptible to all sorts of 
diseases. The sebum opposes germ 
invasions—it entangles the germs 
and drowns them in oil, so to speak, 
much as you might drown a bug in 
your ear in oil. ‘a 
Wash away the sebum with too 
much soap and you make yourself 
more sensitive to cold—mind, I de 
not say “colds,” for I am no molly. 
The sebum is a poor heat conductor, 
just as is the oil or fat in wool. It 


keeps you nice and warm. Don’t 


wash it away any often than the 
law requires. 

Don’t be a monomaniac on bath- 
ing. They do it every morning in 
English novels, but I think they do 
it just to flatter American plumb- 
ing.

HISTORY OF REYNOLDS 


One of the most baffling mys- 
teries which has come up in Atlanta 
for a long time has just been solved 
by the department of postal inspec- 
tors. With as many aliases and as 
few incriminating records as Sher- 
lock Holmes, himself, would want 
for a really worth-while case, the 
history of a recently convicted pris- 
oner at the Atlanta penitentiary has 
been learned. 

Many Atlantans who handed him 
checks or greenbacks which they 
never saw again, or yet the automo- 
bile which they were going to buy 
on time, have reason to remember 
the name of Henry Reynolds, which 
they will probably not forget, even 
when they learn that the real name 
of the man who was going to pro- 


vide them with happiness on wheels |. 


is actually, according to evidence in 
the hands of the inspectors, Harry 
W. Rockwell. 

Reynolds is now serving a three- 
year se:..tence on a charge of using 
the mails to defraud. He operated 
in this city last March and April, 
having offices under the name of 
Automobile Securities company, in 
the Walton building. The postal au- 
thorities say they know of $4,000 
which he picked up here, through 
agreeing to sell automobiles of any 
make on time, with only a small 
initial deposit. He left town before 
a single delivery was made. 

When brought to Atlanta from 
Seattle to answer charges here, he 
plead guilty, but refused to disclose 
his true identity. And it has taken 
several months to ascertain this 
fact. The first clues which finally 
led to the discovery were two Pho- 
tographs which were found among 
his effects in Seattle at the time 
of his arrest. 

On both of these the stamp of the 
photographer had been partially 
blotted out, leaving only the name 
of the Street, but investigation made 
this Significant. Another key, 
which helped in the unraveling, was 
a book of clippings made up of the 
various advertisements which Rev- 
nolds (or Rockwell) had used in the 
town papers where he had estab- 
lished offices. 

Following each loose thread to its 
end, it finally came to light that 
the prisoner has been a member of 
the Hamilton club in Chicago, said 
to be the biggest republican club in 
the middle west. He is said to have 
done business for a stock-selling 
company for years, to have been 
connected with the Standard Oil 
company and to have once been 
president of a farmers’ grange. 

He says that he attended Miami 
university for two years and that 
he has a son who is now in the 
intelligence branch of the United 
States service, though he greatly 
resents the gevernment’s effort to 
find out his past connections. 

His career for the past 15 years 
is practically all known now to 
the authorities, which goes to show 
that it is very hard to do business 
in many cities for toward 47 years 
without having more people know 
you than is sometimes safe.

New York. December 26.—Captain 
Hobart A. H. Baker, the famous 
Princeton athlete, known in his col- 
lege days as “Hobey” Baker, an 
aviator in the American army in 
France, has been killed in the fall 
of his plane. News of his death was 
received here today by his friend,

Mr. Pine received a cable message 
from Paris signed “Inglehart,” a 
member of Baker’s air squadron, 
which said that Captain Baker had 
been killed in an airplane accident 
and requested that his family be 
notified. No details were given, 


BAKER’S CAREER AS TOLD 
BY MAJOR CHARLES BIDDLE 


Philadelphia, December 26.—Cap- 
tain “Hobey” Baker’s career as alr 
aviator in France was told here to- 
night by Major Charles J. Biddle, 
one of the American aces who was 
in command of the group in which 
Baker served. Major Biddle re- 
turned home last week. He said 
that Baker during his service at 
the front brought down three Ger- 
man machines, one at Ypres and 
two in the St. Mihiel sector in the 
last ten days of the war. The iast 
machine. Major Biddle said, was at- 
tacked by Baker 20,000 feet in the 
air and was carrying propaganda 
leaflets to be dropped among Amer- 
ican infantry. 

Baker, who was famous as a foot- 
ball and hockey player, left for 
England in the summer of 1917

At St. Mihiel Front.: 


About July 1, according to Major 
Biddle, Baker was transferred as a 
flight commander to the 13th aero 
pursuit group with the rank of 
first lieutenant. In August he was 
placed in command of the 141st pur- 
suit squadron and sent to the rear 
to. organize it. There was some 
delay, over which Baker had no con- 
trol, in getting the squadron or- 
ganized, and it was not until the 
middle of October that he was sent 
to the St. Mihiel front. About this 
time he was promoted to captain. 
He was in command of twenty-six 
officers, 180 men and controlled 20 
to 25 machines. Captain Baker 
flew in the St. Mihiel sector until 
the armistice was signed. 

Major Biddle said that the last 
German machine brought down by 
Captain Baker was an exceptionally 
fine piece of work. The German was 
attacked 20,000 feet up. The Ger- 
man machine turned over and the 
‘observer fell out and dropped with- 
in the American lines.

After 
the armistice was signed, Major Bid- 
dle said, American aviators ,went 
over the front and examined the ma- 
chine where it had fallen and found 
a quantity of German propaganda 
for circulation among the American 
infantry. 

Captain Baker was still at the 
front when Major Biddle left on De- 
cember 1,

better pilot,’ said Major Biddle.
